The National Assembly of Modena 
had voted for the Dictatorship of 
'Farini, giving him full power to con-

of Francis V. and the annexation of 
Piedmont; and charging the Dictator to 
negociate with foreign powers for the 
restitution of the political prisoners 
which Francis V. had carried away with 
him on leaving the country. 

Farini had suppressed the customs 
line between Parma and Modena. 

The council of Ministers at Turin, 
at which the King of Sardinia pre- 
sided, had decided that before accept- 
ing even provisionally the provinces 
which desired to be annexed to Pied- 
mont, it was proper to consult the 
allied powers, particularly France. — 

A number of distinguished Venetians 
had been sent as representatives to the 
European powers, and they had issued 
a long address, in which they say the 


‘conduct of Austria has not changed,
